Priority

Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

1 3. The prior art above including USPN 6,414,306 fail to teach the cleaning plate 
recited in claim 1 or the method of use as set forth in claim 14. USPN 6,414,306 is 
particularly distinguished because the fluid application means, illustrated in Fig. 3 of the 
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reference, is positioned to distribute a matrix solution and does not recite the particulars 
of the cleaning plate of claim 1 . Claim 14 similarly requires application of a cleaning 
plate as well. While the method calls for the application of a fluid out of a spray nozzle 
of a cleaning plate, the system and method of USPN 6,414,306 could not be considered 
a cleaning device because it is directed to application of a matrix solution and thereby 
applies foreign substances to the sample support instead of removing unwanted 
substances. Claims 2-13 and 15-28 are allowable by virtue of their dependency.
